Boy, 13, given year's probation in sex-assault case

Boy convicted of being a party to sexual assault 


nabs Steelers 
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A 13-year-old boy who 
egged on his friends as 
they sexually assaulted a 
10-year-old girl last April 
was sentenced Friday to a 
year’s probation. 

“I’m sorry for what I did 
... I’m sorry for what hap¬ 
pened to her,” the teen 


told Judge Anne Derrick. 

He pleaded guilty to be¬ 
ing a party to the sexual as¬ 
sault. Another 12-year-old 
is still facing charges; the 
two other boys were too 
young to be prosecuted. 

The April 25, 2008, at¬ 
tack began when the girl, 
her younger brother and 
four older boys got into a 
fight after school. The ac¬ 
cused, then 12, urged the 


girl to take off her clothes 
because one of the boys 
was going to “do it” with 
her. 

In front of the girl’s 
brother, an 11-year-old boy 
pulled down her pants and 


underwear, touched her 
bare bottom and pretend¬ 
ed to have sex with her. 

A woman walking her 
dog in Fort Needham Park 
approached the group, 
ending the assault. 


“She became scared of 
boys, and she was even fear¬ 
ful around her own dad and 
brother,” said Derrick. 

The sentenced boy’s 
mom said she’s forbidden 
him to spend time with the 
accused boys, and he’s now 
taking Ritalin regularly. 

Crown attorney Cather¬ 
ine Cogswell described the 
crime as a bullying inci¬ 
dent that went too far.

Funds for ferry security upgrades

HRM’s three ferry termi¬ 
nals will see an almost 
$400,000 security upgrade 
as part of the federal gov¬ 
ernment’s push on infra¬ 
structure spending. 

Yesterday at the Dart¬ 
mouth ferry terminal, De¬ 
fence Minister Peter Mac¬ 
Kay announced $393,000 
toward physical security 
upgrades at the Dart¬ 
mouth, Halifax and Wood- 
side terminals. 

No one cited any specific 
security issues at the ter¬ 
minals in the past. One 
Metro Transit staffer yes¬ 
terday said it was “veiy 
rare” that they had to deal 
with any problems, even 
drunk passengers. 


But MacKay said beefing 
up security is a proactive 
move. 

“It’s meant to be pre¬ 
pared and to pre-empt any 
security breaches,” said 
MacKay. “It’s an effort to 
modernize and prevent 
any security threat.” 

Changes include more 
cameras and fences, better 
lighting and new commu¬ 
nications equipment. The 
funding also means con¬ 
tract work for between 15 
and 20 people. 

“We’re just tiying to be 
able to control the access 
points ... There have been 
some people going places 
where they’re not supposed 
to be, so this will help con¬ 
trol those elements,” said 
Mayor Peter Kelly. 

The changes are meant to 
improve security without 


impeding the flow of traffic. 

The money is tagged for 
ferry service specifically 
and can’t be used toward 
installing cameras on bus¬ 
es. The municipality is 
still working on higher 
surveillance for buses af¬ 
ter several attacks on bus 
drivers last year. 

The contract for that 
project is out for proposal 
and Kelly hopes to see it 
done throughout 2009. 

Yesterday’s announce¬ 
ment fits with government 
promises to back infrastruc¬ 
ture to help fight the eco¬ 
nomic downturn. Kelly has 
a list of $1.2-billion worth of 
priorities he hopes to see 
completed. 

“This has been approved, 
so we move this off the list 
and everything else moves 
up the list,” he said. 


Ambulance driver ticketed 
for fatal September crash 


report A 24-year-old para¬ 
medic was handed a ticket 
for the ambulance crash 
that killed a woman in 
September. 

On Sept. 17, an ambulance 
was on Route 103 from Hali¬ 
fax transporting 53-year-old 
Kim Linette Baker to the 
Bridgewater hospital. 

RCMP said in a report re¬ 
leased Friday that the road 
and weather conditions the 
day of the collision were 
veiy good. 

But the ambulance drove 
off the highway and landed 
in a wooded area near Hub¬ 
bards, killing Baker, of New- 
bume, Lunenburg Co. The 


two paramedics suffered 
non-life-threatening injuries. 

RCMP said all aspects of 
the collision were exam¬ 
ined by reconstruction ex¬ 
perts who could give no 
cause for this accident other 
than the ambulance crossed 
the centre line. 

The driver was issued a 
ticket for driving left of a 
solid line on the highway. 
He was charged last month 
and if he wants to contest 
the ticket, a court date of 
Jan. 21 has been set. 

RCMP say the investiga¬ 
tion is completed and 
no more charges will be

AIDS remains a dispropor¬ 
tionate threat to Nova Sco¬ 
tia’s African-Canadian 
community and the recent 
“criminalization” of the 
disease has made matters 
worse, experts say. 

Larry Baxter is chair¬ 
man of the Nova Scotia 
Advisory Commission on 
AIDS. He has said the 
province’s strategy on 
HIV-AIDS, announced in 
2003, lacked input from 
black communities. 

“I don’t think much has 
changed,” he said yester¬ 
day. “There are still issues 
of stigma, lack of informa¬ 
tion and lack of discus¬ 
sion within the communi¬ 
ty-” 

Two cases in Ontario 
where HIV-positive men 
were charged after having 
sex with women and not 
disclosing their status 
may discourage some 
men from getting tested, 


Baxter said. 

“There’s the thinking 
that if you don’t know, 
you can’t be held crimi¬ 
nally liable,” he said. 

David Divine, the James 
R. Johnston chair in black 
Canadian studies at Dal¬ 
housie University, said 
the bigger problem is 
funding and attitude. 

“In terms of a general 
movement of interest and 
information gathering, 
that most definitely has 
increased (since 2003),” 
he said. 

“You can have signifi¬ 
cant sums of money avail¬ 
able to an agency, but if 
the right people are not in 
that agency with the right 
attitudes ... you’re not go¬ 


ing to get anywhere.” 

Divine said it’s difficult 
for a black person to go 
for an AIDS test. “They are 
continuously afraid of be¬ 
ing discriminated against 
not only because of their 
colour, but because the 
very possibility of having 
HIV-AIDS carries such a 
profound stigma.” 

The Health Association 
of African Canadians is 
making dealing with AIDS 
one of its focuses for 
African Heritage Month in 
February. President Phyl¬ 
lis Marsh-Jarvis said fear, 
religious beliefs and stig¬ 
ma play a key role in dis¬ 
couraging people in her 
community from dis¬ 
cussing AIDS.

The Palestinian death 
toll since the offensive be¬ 
gan reached 890, many of 
them civilians, medical of¬ 
ficials said. About 3,600 
have been wounded. Thir¬ 
teen Israelis — three civil¬ 
ians and 10 soldiers — 
have been killed, reuters

Toyota unveils all-electric commuter

The FT-EV concept made 
its debut at the North 
American International 
Auto Show in Detroit yes¬

The FT-EV concept 
shares a platform with the 
tiny iQ urban commuter 
car, which runs on a gaso¬ 
line engine and emits just 
99 grams of carbon dioxide 
per kilometre. 

Toyota said the concept 
car is targeted at the urban 
dweller driving up to 80 
1cm between home and 
work, for instance. 


Toyota, which had previ¬ 
ously said it would aim to 
get an electric car out by 
the “early part of the next 
decade”, would join rivals 
General Motors Corp. and 
Nissan Motor Co. in the 
race to grab the lead in the 
zero-emission car segment. 

But Toyota said it still 
considered gasoline-elec¬ 
tric hybrid vehicles its 
long-term core powertrain

Be wary of the ‘CSI effect’

CSI aficionados beware: 
Real studies and careers 
in forensics are nothing 
like the TV show. 

Contrary to the break¬ 
neck pace of results gather¬ 
ing and analysis of crime 
scenes portrayed in shows 
like CSI: Miami and CSI: 
NY, real forensic science 
takes a great deal of pa¬ 
tience and labour-intensive 
work. 

Dr. Martin Evison, direc¬ 
tor of the University of 
Toronto’s forensic science 
program, says the “CSI ef¬ 
fect” — the instantaneous, 
logic-defying results por¬ 
trayed on shows like CSI — 
can give many people the 
wrong idea of what foren¬ 
sics is really like. 

“The first thing we tell 
students is that (forensic 
science) is not like CSI at

all. A lot of it is very mecha¬ 
nistic, routine and labori¬ 
ous. However there is a re¬ 
ward at the end of the day 
— if you do it thoroughly 
and professionally, a foren¬ 
sic scientist can contribute 
to solving some quite seri¬ 


ous crimes,” Evison said. 

He says the biggest exag¬ 
gerations shows like CSI 
make are the speed at 
which analysis happens, 
the types of methods avail¬ 
able and the exactness of 
the end results. 


“It never happens at the 
touch of a button and a lot 
of what you see (on televi¬ 
sion) is science fantasy. The 
results can be rather more 
ambiguous than you can 
get from CSI,” he said. 

The “CSI effect” is so pro¬ 
nounced, Evison says, that 
it influenced the University 
of Toronto’s own admis¬ 
sion policies. Students can¬ 
not enter the forensic sci¬ 
ence program directly 
from high school — they 
have to apply formally to 
the program after at least 
one year of post-secondary 
studies. Evison says the 
process is necessary to 
make sure that only people 


with an interest in real 
forensics rather than flashy 
TV theatrics get in. 

“We try to guarantee that 
we admit those kinds of 
students who are academi¬ 
cally good and have the 
right level of interest and 
maturity,” Evison said. 

Evison says the “CSI ef¬ 
fect” has also had a direct 
influence on the way evi¬ 
dence in presented in the 
courtroom. 

“If there is a phenome¬ 
non that typifies the way 
policing is changing it’s a 
move away from eyewit¬ 
ness evidence and confes¬ 
sions and more towards 
physical evidence, which 


science is expected to pro¬ 
vide,” Evison said. 

While U of T is the only 
major medical university 
in Canada to offer a foren¬ 
sic science program, sever¬ 
al undergraduate universi¬ 
ties offer similar programs, 
including the University of 
Windsor and Trent Univer¬ 
sity in Ontario and St. 
Maiy’s University in Nova 
Scotia. 

Evison says forensics can 
be a highly rewarding field 
when matched to the right 
type of person. 

“Forensic science suits 
problem-solving and pa¬ 
tient personalities, people 
who are willing to do the 
meticulous work until they 
find something that hope¬ 
fully contributes to solving 
a crime. You’re not going to 
be paid the same salary as 
the actors on CSI, but you 
will do socially useful 
work,” Evison said.

The late Heath Ledger in 
his villainous role as the 
Joker in the Batman movie 
The Dark Knight won a 
Golden Globe award yes¬ 
terday for best supporting 
actor. 

The award for Ledger, 
who died of an accidental 
drug overdose last year, 
was accepted by Dark 
Knight director Christo¬ 
pher Nolan, who said the 
loss of Ledger was like “a 
hole ripped in modern cin¬ 
ema.” 

“All of us who worked 
with Heath accept this 
with an awful mixture of 
sadness but incredible 
pride,” Nolan said. “He will 
be eternally missed, but he 
will never be forgotten.”

All the trailers claiming 
that The Unborn is the lat¬ 
est film by “the writer of 
the Dark Knight” is false 
advertising. Writer/direc¬ 
tor David Goyer only co¬ 
authored a Joker-related 
outline with Christopher 
Nolan years before he ac¬ 
tually wrote the script. 

The ads for The Unborn 
should be saying “from the 
director of Blade 3” because 
that would be a far more ac¬ 
curate foreshadowing of 
the ridiculous dialogue, am¬ 
ateurish acting, and cliche- 
ridden convoluted stoiy- 
telling that define the 
movie. 

Odette Yustman stars as a 
young woman haunted by 
the ghost of her departed 
twin brother who is desper¬ 
ate to break into our world. 
It’s not a terrible set up, but 
after the opening scenes 


the plot gets so strained 
and confusing that eveiy- 
thing from Nazism to pos¬ 
sessed dogs end up tied into 
the haunting. 

All of the dialogue is im¬ 
possible to deliver truthful¬ 
ly, but the cast still manage 
to make it worse. Yustman 
shows why she was hired in 
a variety of lovingly pho¬ 
tographed scenes in her un¬ 
derwear, but stumbles 
every time she tries to 
emote. The rest of the 
young cast surrounding 
Yustman are equally talent- 
deprived, capable of little 
more than appearing at¬ 
tractive on film. 

The only person in the 
movie who can act is Gary 
Oldman, and while he does 
manage to make his lines 


sound like they were spo¬ 
ken by a human, this is still 
the low point of his career. 
Appearing as a rabbi re¬ 
quired to reenact a clumsi¬ 
ly-staged copy of the climax 
of The Exorcist, Oldman is 
visibly bored by the film 
which clearly meant little 
more to him than a pay- 
cheque. 

This is Goyer’s first 
straight horror film and he 
is obviously a fan of the 
genre because he steals 
from older and better hor¬ 
ror movies in practically 
eveiy scene. 

Hopefully he ripped off 
all the horror movies he 
liked this time and has 
nothing left to “inspire” 
another outing in the 
genre.

5 oz (150 g) button mush¬ 
rooms, halved 

1 2/3 cup (400 mL) diluted 
reduced-salt vegetable 
stock 

2 tbsp (25 mL) dry white 
wine 

2 tsp (10 mL) fresh 
tarragon or 1/2 tsp (2 mL) 
dried tarragon 
1 cup (250 mL) frozen 
broad beans 
5 oz (150 g) asparagus, 
trimmed 

1/4 cup (175 mL) light sour 
cream 

1/2 cup (125 mL) unsalted 
cashew nuts 
1 tbsp (15 mL) fresh 
tarragon (optional) 

METHOD: 

1. Heat oil in large flame¬ 
proof casserole dish over 
medium heat. Add carrots, 
potatoes and mushrooms, 


and cook, stirring 
frequently, about 4 
minutes until lightly 
browned. 

2. Pour in stock and white 
wine, and stir in tarragon. 
Bring to boil, then reduce 
heat, cover and simmer 
gently about 10 minutes 
until vegetables are 
almost cooked. 

3. Stir in broad beans and 
lay asparagus on top. Cov¬ 
er and simmer for 6 min¬ 
utes or until vegetables 
are tender. 

4. Lift out vegetables onto 
plate, using slotted spoon. 
Stir sour cream into liquid 
in casserole dish and heat 
through gently, then sea¬ 
son to taste. Return 
vegetables to casserole 
dish, coating with sauce. 
Scatter nuts and tarragon 
leaves (if using) over top,
